The funeral services were held at 
the residence of the deceased, Tues- 
day, December IS, Rev. Dr. Randolph 
H. MoKIm, of Epiphany Church, oB- 
olatlng. Many of his former col- 
leagues attended the funeral. Dele- 
gations representing each class from 
the. student body also attended. The 
college medical fraternity. Alpha Kappa 
Kappa, of which be was made an hon- 
orary member In 1806, also attended 
the services. 

The .pallbearers were Drs. Sterling 
RuBn, Charles W', Richardson, A. R. 
Shands, W. H. Wllmer, H.,n Frye, 
John Van Rensselaer, and D. O. Leech. 
The body was Interred In Rock Creek 
Cemetery. 

Albert Freeman Afrlcanus King, A. 
M., M. D., LL. D„ was bom In the 
hamlet of Blackthorne, Oxfordshire, 
England In 1841. He came to the 
United States In his boyhood, and 
was graduated M. D. from Columbian 
University, this city. In 1861. For 
three months In 1864 he was assistant 
surgeon In the United States Army In 
active field service. He was graduated 
from the University of Pennsylvania 
In 1866. In addition to being Pro- 
fessor of Obstetrics at the -UnlTeralty, 
he held the same professorship at the 
University of Vermont Medical School. 
He has been a member of many sci- 
entific societies In the United States 
and Europe of which the foUowIng la 
a partial list: President (1886-86-87) 
of the Washington Obstetrical and 
Oynecologlcal Society; President 
(1888) of the Medical Society of D. C., 
and of the Medical Association of D. 
C., 1903; Fellow of the American Oyn- 
ecoiogloal Society; Consulting Physi- 
cian to the Children's Hospital, Wash- 
ington, D. C.; Obstetrician to the 
Oeorge ' Washington University Hos- 
pital; Member of the Wsshtagtoa 
Academy at Beteneas; Member of the
